wherein the support is an elongated, rigid member having at least one 
connector configured to releasably engage at least one engagement element on the com puter 
component, wherein the contact element is a punching bag and is movably connected to the 
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support at a position spaced from the connector, and wherein the contact element includes a 
sound-producing device. 
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1 8 . (Currently Amended) An interactive computer-related stress relief 
device configured to be mounted on a desktop computer monitor of a computer system to 
relieve computer-related stress of the computer operator, the device comprising: 

a support connectable with the desktop computer monitor; and 

a contact element connected to the supp ort Tho dovico of claim 11 , 

wherein the contact element includes display indicia.
